SCDXC Proposed Dues Increase 
Membership Notification 


June 17, 2014 


At the June SCDXC Board meeting your Board voted to present to the General 
Membership at the July 2014 meeting a ballot measure increasing the annual 
dues. If approved, the proposed dues increase will take effect beginning with re- 
newals for 2015.

It's the first day of summer. It's hot & humid here in Nebraska and | still remain hospitalized. I’ve 
missed yet another spring DX contest season. | still need Mt. Athos for #1 DXCC.

HSOZIA by Bob Kupps, N6BK 


Hi, 


It was a long time planning and building, but the first phase of my contest station has con- 
cluded. After spending most of my ham life operating from a quiet high desert QTH, operat- 
ing from the noisy tropics has taken some getting used to and required a somewhat radical 
change in my initial design with a much greater emphasis on receiving ability. After a year 
and a half of trial operation we untaped and untwisted all the temporary cable splices, rolled 
up the hundreds of feet of RG8 lying on the ground and sent the K3 back to the factory for 
repairs and updates. The workshop we operated from on a folding table is now filled with 
rolls of insulation and all sorts of other materials as we are building the permanent shack. In 
that beginning period we participated in about 20 contests and submitted logs in 17. We 
competed in many different classes - CW/SSB, single op/multi op, single band/all band and 
QRP/LP/HP (or as HP as it gets with a single 3-500Z anyway). Despite the rough operating 
conditions, amp failures, computer failures, numerous power failures and lightning storm 
QRTs we managed to wage a spirited campaign. The detailed results showing all the ops 
etc. are in the table at the end but in highlight form — 


We made it into the World Top Ten rankings 4 times, including both of the big CQ WW DX 
tests. 


We finished #1 in Asia in 10 tests, featuring 2 of our best efforts yet: 
- Beating a bunch of Asiatic Russian contest stations to win the Asia plaque in the 
Worked All Europe CW test, and... 


- Winning the All Asia CW — as good as it gets from here OM! 


8 of the contests we entered keep official all-time national records, and we now hold 6 of 
them. 


Certainly much of the credit for our station capabilities at this early stage must go to the fab- 
ulous Optibeam antenna stack designed for us by DF2BO. These masterpieces of mechani- 
cal and RF engineering survived considerable abuse going up and a wind storm that took 
down trees and power lines all around, they focus power where we want it and | can’t recall 
ever seeing an SWR over 1.8 anywhere on any band. Bravo for your obvious commitment to 
quality and excellence Tom. | should also mention Array Solutions as another outstanding 
company that appears to have a similar ethic and products essential to our station design. 
Even more fun than ruling the 40 meter band with phased yagis however has been meeting, 
working with and competing with a great group of hams from all over the world who came 
out to brave cheap plastic chairs, sleeping on concrete, no air-con, bug attacks and instant 
coffee to come build and operate the station.

supports | have been field-testing for the low band rx array can be seen out in the N corner of the site. We 
have 4000 meters of radial wire to lay out, the RG8 will be replaced with buried hard line and we also need 
to fix whatever is wrong with the 45m guy ring that prevented us from rotating the stack very much during the 
last 3 contests, forcing us to leave many multipliers on the table. 

It all started with locating a good QTH, bringing in power, drilling a well, building a workshop with a bathroom 
so we could get a house address and a station permit, building a road out to the tower location and putting in 
the huge concrete tower base and guy anchors required in flooded paddy land. Then bringing in a container 
full of aluminum tubing and machinery, putting it all together and up in the air to see what we could do - and | 
think we have established the station as a legitimate contender. 

There is a huge amount of work yet to be done and | have no idea when we will be QRV again, but as al- 
ways all interested ops are welcome to participate.
